BEIRUT, Lebano n (AP) — 
Mo re heav y fighting mad e a 
mo ckery o f the cease-fire in 
Lebano n’s civ il war to d ay as 
Palestinian gu errilla lead er Ya- 
sir Arafat retu rned fro m Dam­ 
ascu s with still ano ther Sy rian 
p eace p ro p o sal. 
Po lice rep o rted 219 p erso ns 
killed and 341 wo u nd ed in the 
p ast 36 ho u rs, and the reco v ery 
o f the bo d ies o f 34 p erso ns 
killed earlier. This was near 
the casu alty lev el d u ring the 
w ar’s heav iest artillery battles 
three weeks ago , and sp o kes­ 
men ad mitted the figu res were 
inco mp lete. 
A Palestinian so u rce who ac­ 
co mp anied Arafat said the new 


p eace p lan calls fo r withd rawal 
o f Sy rian tro o p s fro m Lebano n, 
an all-factio n military co o rd i­ 
nating co mmittee that co u ld 
call the Sy rians back if they 
were need ed to make p eace, re­ 
newal o f the cease-fire, p ro mp t 
electio n o f a new p resid ent, 
reu nificatio n o f the Lebanese 
army and so me o f the p o litical 
refo rms d emand ed by Kamal 
Ju mblatt and his leftist Mo s­ 
lems. 


Arafat was to meet later with 
Ju mblatt to try to get his ac­ 
cep tance <ff the p lan.

(AP) — Thirteen men who 
scrambled into a sau cer-like 
su rv iv al cap su le befo re an o il 
d rilling p latfo rm sank in the 
wind -whip p ed Gu lf o f Mex ico 
d ied later when the cap su le 
cap sized , the Co ast Gu ard said 
to d ay . 
“There were no su rv iv o rs,” 
amo ng the 13, a Co ast Gu ard 
sp o kesman said . 
The fiberglass cap su le was 
p u lled abo ard the aircraft car­ 
rier Lex ingto n. A Co ast Gu ard 
sp o kesman said fo u r bo d ies fell 
o u t an o p en hatch as the cap ­ 
su le was swu ng abo ard , bu t 
Nav y d iv ers reco v ered them. 
Nine o thers were insid e the 
cap su le, the Co ast Gu ard said . 
The men were fro m the 35 - 
man crew o f the o ffsho re d rill­ 
ing p latfo rm Ocean Ex p ress, 
which tip p ed o v er and sank late 
Thu rsd ay as it was mo v ing 
thro u gh 15 -fo o t seas lashed by 
wind s that reached 60 mile p er 
ho u r. The o ther crew members 
and the cap tain su rv iv ed , bu t 
heav y seas stalled effo rts to 
reach the men trap p ed in the 
cap su le. 
Nav y d iv ers had mad e the 
grim d isco v ery o f the bo d ies as 
sev eral tu gs and larger craft, 
inclu d ing the Lex ingto n, sto o d 
by at the scene, abo u t 40 miles 
no rtheast o f Co rp u s Christi. 
‘It’s ju st a freak accid ent,”

He d escribed the Ex p ress as 
a jack-u p rig which sits o n 
three legs 14 to 16 feet in 
d iameter when o n lo catio n. The 
legs are p u lled u p when the rig 
is mo v ed and stick 25 0 feet u p 
into the air. . ' 
The heav y seas bo u nced the 
cap su le aro u nd like a to p . Lines 
fix ed to the d ev ice bro ke as at­ 
temp ts were mad e to right the 
cap su le, which was flo ating 
with its entranceway facing 
into the sea. 
Rescu e au tho rities said 17 
men left the p latfo rm in o ne 
su rv iv al cap su le, bo bbed abo u t 
fo r a time in the water and 


were ho isted abo ard o ne o f the 
tu gs which hu stled alo ngsid e. 
These men rep o rted there 
were 18 abo ard a seco nd cap ­ 
su le, bu t ap p arently fiv e o f 
tho se men escap ed befo re it 
flip p ed o v er. Tu gs to o k abo ard 
these fiv e su rv iv o rs fro m the 
cap sized cap su le, all ap p arently 
bru ised bu t no t inju red serio u s­ 
ly - 
It was mo re than six ho u rs 
afterward befo re a d iv er co u ld 
swim u nd erneath lo ng eno u gh 
to d isco v er that the hatch o f 
that cap su le was o p en and 
there was water insid e. The 
bo d ies were d isco v ered later in 
y et ano ther d iv e. 
The Co ast Gu ard said the 
cap tain o f the Ocean Ex p ress, 
who they d id no t id entify , had 
stay ed behind Thu rsd ay night 
to cu t the two cap su les o f crew­ 
men free fro m the rig. They 
said a helico p ter p lu cked the 
cap tain to safety mo ments be­ 
fo re the p latfo rm went to the 
bo tto m. He was taken to a nav ­ 
al med ical center here. ODECO 
said the m an’s title was actu al­ 
ly su p erv iso r o f barge mo v e­ 
ment, and they id entified him 
as Peter v an d er Graff. 
ODECO said the p latfo rm 
was being mo v ed to a d rilling 
site fo r Maratho n Oil. Mara­ 
tho n, o f nearby Ro ckp o rt, Tex ., 
said to d ay that they had no t y et 
taken co ntro l o f the p latfo rm, 
altho u gh they had signed the 
lease.

While Arafat sp ent the night 
in Damascu s co nferring with 
Assad , a fo u r-man Sy rian d ele­ 
gatio n was in Beiru t fo r talks 
with Ju mblatt. 
Assad , who is try ing to p res­ 
su re the leftists into a p o litical 
agreement p reserv ing so me o f 
the Christians’ p rewar p o wer, 


warned Ju m blatt o n Mo nd ay 
that his fo rces were “p rep ared 
to mo v e into Lebano n” and 
“hav e the cap ability to take 
any p o sitio n we want.” 
An estimated 6,000 Sy rian 
tro o p s are in fro ntier areas, 
chiefly aro u nd the Damascu s-

so me 9,000 Palestinian gu er­ 
rillas o f the Sy rian-co ntro lled 
Saiq a mo v ement and the Pales­ 
tine Liberatio n Army to try to 
check Ju m blatt’s fo rces. 
The Sy rians are also blo cking 
arm s ship ments to the leftists. 
Meanwhile, p o litical lead ers 
met with p arliament sp eaker 
Kamel Assaad to d iscu ss a re­ 
p lacement fo r Franjieh, who 
sy mbo lizes Christian resistance 
to mo re p o wer fo r the Mo slem 
majo rity .

Fro m a p u lp it in the Shenan­ 
d o ah v alley o f Virginia o n a 
Su nd ay in mid -17 7 6 , p asto r Pe­ 
ter Mu hlenberg to o k his tex t 
fro m Ecclesiastes 3:1: “Fo r 
ev ery thing there is a seaso n, a 
time fo r ev ery m atter u nd er 
heav en.” 
He finished his sermo n, led a 
so lemn p ray er, then threw o ff 
his clerical ro be, stand ing be­ 
fo re the startled co ngregatio n 
in the u nifo rm o f a co lo nel in the 
Co ntinental army . 
“In the langu age o f the Ho ly 
Writ, there is a time fo r all 
things,” he said . “There is a 
time to p reach and a time to 
fight. And no w is the time to 
fight.” He p au sed and ad d ed : 
“Ro ll the d ru ms 
fo r 
re­ 
cru its!” The d ru ms ro lled and 
Lu theran minister Mu hlenberg 
enlisted 300 men to serv e with 
him in what became the Eighth 
Virginia R egim ent in 
the 
American War o f 
Ind ep en­ 
d ence. 
The ep iso d e had its p arallels 
thro u gho u t the co lo nies, bo th in 
wo rd s and d eed s, in the clergy - 
fo rmed freed o m co mmittees, in 
the chap lains mu stered into the 
army o f farmers and m er­ 
chants, in the p reacher-so l­ 
d iers, in the sermo ns d eliv ered 
in p u lp its, field s and to wn halls. 
D esp ite ex cep tio ns, “ the 
chu rches as a who le fav o red the 
rev o lu tio n,” w rites religio n 
histo rian 
Co nrad 
Cherry . 
“Pro testant clergy were in­ 
stru mental in rally ing su p p o rt 
fo r the rev o lu tio nary cau se.” 
They d id so m ainly by 
“p reaching u p ” the rev o lu tio n, 
no t o nly in the to wns, bu t in the 
ru ral hinterland s seld o m ex ­ 
p o sed to bo o ks, p amp hleteering 
o r newsp ap ers. Their sermo ns 
and scho o l ro o m lectu res fu sed 
theo lo gy into what became the 
war’s slo gan: “Resistance to 


ty rants is o bed ience to Go d .” 
Many ministers to o k mo re 
tangible actio n. In Vermo nt, 


after hearing o f the first battles 
at Lex ingto n and Co nco rd , Co n­ 
gregatio nal minister Dav id Av t 


ery p reached a farewell sermo n 
and 
m arched 
to ward 
Massachu setts with 20 men he 
had recru ited . 
In New Jersey , when so ld iers 
ran o u t o f wad d ing to ram their 
m u s k e ts , 
P r e s b y te r ia n 
m inister 
Jam es 
Cald well 
p ro v id ed an armfu l o f Isaac 
W atts 
hy m nals. 
“ No w 
p u t ‘Watts’ into them, bo y s!” 
he 
sho u ted , 
tearing 
o u t 
p ages fo r the so ld iers to stu ff 
their weap o ns. 
It was in Bo sto n’s Old So u th 
Chu rch that p lanning to o k p lace 
fo r the Bo sto n Tea Party . In the 
to wer o f Old No rth Chu rch, the 
lantern signal warned o f ap ­ 
p ro aching British tro o p s. Zio n 
Chu rch in Allento wn, Pa., was 
the hid ing p lace d u ring the war 
fo r the Liberty Bell, engrav ed 
with a Scrip tu ral v erse fro m 
Lev iticu s 25 :10: 
“Pro claim liberty thro u gho u t 
the land u nto all the inhabitants 
thereo f.” 
In fact, the first battle o f the 
war — “the sho t heard ro u nd 
the wo rld ” — o ccu rred when 
the m inister o f Lex ingto n, 
Mass., Jo nas Clark, p ro v id ed 
asy lu m in his ho me to rev o lu ­ 
tio nary lead ers Sam Ad ams 
and Jo hn Hanco ck, who se ar­ 
rest had been o rd ered by the 
British. 
When messages came o f the 
ap p ro ach o f British militia, 
chu rch bells and d ru ms su m­ 
mo ned the armed to wnsmen to 
the co mmo n in fro nt o f the 
chu rch at d ay break, Ap ril 19, 
1775 , and there the first sev en 
Americans fell, o ne o f them o n 
the chu rch step s where he had 
go ne fo r gu np o wd er. 
“ Fro m this d ay ,” Clark 
wro te, “will be d ated the liberty 
o f the wo rld .” 
Primarily , ho wev er, minis­ 
ters serv ed the cau se with their 
teachings and ex ho rtatio ns o n 
the Biblical imp erativ e o f re­ 
sisting u nju st encro achments 
o n the Go d -giv en d ignity and 
rights o f ev ery man, created in 
the d ev ine image. 
James Mo nro e, who fo u ght in 
the Rev o lu tio n, serv ed in the 
Co ntinental Co ngress and be­ 
came the natio n’s fifth p resi-

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Michelangelo's contribution 
to the glory of Easter

Lent is fro m the go o d o ld Anglo - 
Sax o n wo rd meaning spring and 
presages the jo y o us festiv al o f Res­ 
urrectio n Day o n Easter. And o n 
Easter Sunday we enco unter again 
the classic theme o f J esus demo l­ 
ishing the gates o f hell and ascend­ 
ing triumphant fro m the fires in 
which He had been co nsumed since 
the Crucifix io n. 
Hallelujah! Go d is in His heav ­ 
en. 
The v iew o f death as resurrec­ 
tio n was amo ng Christianity ’s o f­ 
ferings. Thus we kno w much abo ut 
Easter but perhaps we kno w little 
abo ut Michelangelo ’s permanent 
co ntributio n to it. 
He was full o f despair, o ld and 
tired—7 2, in fact—and slept in his 
fro ck and bo o ts as o ften as no t 
when he applied his genius to St. 
Paul’s, surely the mo st mo numen­ 
tal undertaking o f the Renais­ 
sance. But Michelangelo ’s mo tto 
was “ The ey e by which I see Go d is 
the same ey e by which Go d sees 
me.” In this spirit he underto o k 
this added burden as a manifesta­ 
tio n o f his religio us dev o tio n and 
repeatedly refused any pay ment. 
Michelangelo redesigned what 
remains the largest cathedral in 
the wo rld in celebratio n o f Easter; 
a jubilant fo rtress o f faith, the awe 
and beauty o f a wo rld emerging 
fro m despair and dedicated to the 
reassuring resurrectio n o f the Lo rd 
in the spirit o f Halleluja. Go d is in 
His heav en. 
“ Life is so sho rt, the craft so 


lo ng to learn,” philo so phized Hip­ 
po crates. Sculpture, painting, ar­ 
chitecture—which craft in the o ne 
life o f Michelangelo ? 
Tiny Michelangelo —o nly 5 feet 
2—was bo rn March 5, 14 7 5, in the 
small hill to wn o f Caprese, near 
Flo rence. He was o nly 17 when he 
carv ed the great mass-struggle re­ 
lief “ The Battle o f the Centaurs” 
and 23 when he began his match­ 
less “ Pietà ,” thè o nly wo rk he ev er 
signed. 
Calling sculpture “ the prime 
art,” he did o nly sculpture—and 
painted no thing—fo r abo ut 15 
y ears. Yo u marv el at Michelange­ 
lo ’s amazing co mbinatio n o f fig­ 
ures in the weight mass and ho w he 
alway s av o ided bo th the sharp 
ridge o f the Ro mans and the 
smo o thly mo deled plane o f the 
Greeks. 
As the y ears adv anced he did 
many matchless paintings and o n 
May 3, 1536 began “ The Last 
J udgement” in the Vatican Sistine 
Chapel. 
Michelangelo started this in­ 
credible mural with the small to e 
o f an angel. And ev en his prelimi­ 
nary drawings—v iv id, rapid lines,, 
o ften ex aggerated and with delibe­ 
rate disto rtio n—sho w the genius o f 
the asto unding Flo rentine. 
His figures, in the pro fusio n o f 
343, po rtray mankind in all its 
strengths and weaknesses as if Mi­ 
chelangelo himself were mo re a 
fo rce o f nature than a man. Yet he 
was human eno ugh to paint in Hell 
an unfriendly critic. 


Yo u find in “ The Last J udge- 
ment” pro bably the mo st fo rmida­ 
ble ex pressio n o f terro r ev er 
caught by man. Yo u stare at the 
man co ndemned to death, the face 
o f a gargo y le and the strength o f a 
bull, his dark glance lit up in ho r­ 
ro r. Yet y o u see o nly half the face. 
And o n the scro ll o f the Delphic si­ 
by l, if y o ur ey es are able to read it, 
Michelangelo left his message: “ I 
am guessing.” 


Late in the afterno o n o f Feb. 13, 
156 4 , the same y ear that Shake­ 
speare was bo rn, a stro ke to o k Mi­ 
chelangelo ’s life. He died o n the 
thresho ld o f his 90th y ear. 
He said to Cardinal Salv iati, 
who administered the last rights: 
“ I regret that I die just as I am be­ 
ginning to learn the alphabet o f my 
pro fessio n.” He died in Ro me and 
altho ugh Michelangelo had been 
made an ho no rary citizen o f Ro me 
he stated to his nephew Lio nardo 
two day s befo re his death that he 
wanted to be buried in Flo rence. 
After a state funeral in Ro me’s 
Church o f the SS Apo sto li, Lio nardo 
managed to reco v er the bo dy clan­ 
destinely , bale it in a packing bo x 
and smuggle it to Flo rence. 
Michelangelo ’s to wnsmen laid 
him to rest in the Church o f Santa 
Cro ce and y o u can see there his 
sepulchre nex t to the ceno taph o f 
his lifelo ng hero Dante. 
Great men are a small family in 
this wo rld and Michelangelo was 
o ne o f them. Happy , happy Easter 
o ne and all.

PHILADELPHIA (NEA)— Al­ 
ready this Bicentennial y ear mo re 
than 3,300 peo ple a day are v isiting 
Independence Hall, the place 
where the Republic to o k fo rm. 
They co me fro m ev ery where, 
Instamatics in hand, 
to walk 
amidst the memo ries o f the men 
who secured the blessings o f liber­ 
ty , the Bill o f Rights and the po wer 
o f the peo ple. Thank Go d and 
Geo rge Washingto n fo r these 
things that are self ev ident. 
Dressed in clo thing made supe­ 
rio r by federal flame retardatio n 
regulatio ns, the faithful arriv e fo r 
the mo st part in auto mo biles which 
hav e been subject to a list o f go v ­ 
ernmental safety decrees o n ev ­ 
ery thing fro m bumper strength to 
the co mpo sitio n o f the paint. Fo r 
tho se who co me by plane their 
blessings are secured by federal 
agents who search their luggage 
fo r bo mbs. And train trav elers are 
sanctified by U.S. financial aid to 
the railro ads. 
Many o f the v isito rs are busi­ 
nessmen with who m the go v ern­ 
ment sides in the co ntro l o f co mpe­ 
titio n. There are ho usewiv es who 
are v acatio ning fro m a y ear’s to il 
with co nsumer pro tected ho me 
pro ducts. So me are welfare recip­ 
ients, fo rtunate here that Inde­ 
pendence Hall is free, co mpliments 
o f the U.S. Park Serv ice. Free by 
way o f the $300 billio n co llected this 
fiscal y ear by the IRS. 
Part o f the tax , actually , is be­ 
ing paid by the to urists ev en as 
they enjo y its largesse. The so uv e­ 
nirs fo r sale are tax ed by Uncle 
Sam; so is the newspaper which 
no tifies the v isito r that while he 
ho liday s, his go v ernment labo rs 
o n. Street use is tax ed by a to ll sy s­ 
tem, cafe fo o d may be tax ed by at 


least three lev els o f bureaucracy , 
and so me o f each do llar fo r the 
sightseeing bus go es in effect 
to ward research o n the B-l bo mb­ 
er. Ev en the air is tax ed, in acco rd­ 
ance with env iro nmental additio ns 
to the energy bills o f ho tels at 
which the to urists in this mo re per­ 
fect unio n bo ard. 
The co mmercial lo dgings, by 
the way , are mo dels o f Washing­ 
to n-enfo rced do mestic tranquility . 
The Occupatio nal Safety and 
Health Agency , fo r ex ample, will 
no t allo w the drain grates in the 
basement flo o rs to ex ceed speci­ 
fied ho le o penings in the mesh. The 
Health, Educatio n and Welfare ad­ 
ministratio n will to lerate no mo re 
than 100 germs per square inch o n 
the drinking glasses. Ev en to ilet 
users hav e inalienable rights, ac­ 
co rding to the descendants o f J ef­ 
ferso n, thus ho tel seats must be 
disinfected daily in co mpliance 
with law. 
Indeed, 
go v ernment 
has 
tho ught o f ev ery thing fo r the to ur­ 
ists at Independence Hall. Here 
where the pro mo tio n o f the general 
welfare o riginated, the fédérais no t 
o nly license refreshment v endo rs 
to serv e the public, but regulate 
what is serv ed. The limited num­ 
ber o f hairs and rat dro ppings per- 
mitted in the ho t do g wieners are 
carefully watched, as are the kinds 
o f artificial flav o ring in the Slurp 
mix . When a Minneso tan o rders 8 
o unces o f Dr. Pepper in the neigh­ 
bo rho o d o f the Liberty Bell, by 
damn, he is backed up by the full 
weight and autho rity o f the Fo o d 
and Drug Administratio n. 
As fo r the to ur o f the Hall itself, 
the bureaucracy go es so far as to 
pro tect the to urists fro m them­ 
selv es. Smo king is fo rbidden in the 
waiting ro o m. Unifo rmed sentries 


are empo wered to bar admittance 
to any citizen with bare feet. The 
go v ernment’s idea here is to regu­ 
late unto o thers as it wo uld hav e 
o thers regulate it, if o thers had the 
o ppo rtunity . Ev en picture-taking is 
no t allo wed, unless pro per permit 
fo rms are filled o ut and reco rded. 
Incidentally , the pho to permits 
are representativ e o f so me two 
billio n go v ernment fo rms printed 
annually in the American pursuit o f 
happiness. There are o ther fo rms 
at Independence Hall which reco rd 
fo r po sterity the number o f light 
bulbs that burn o ut. Securing bless­ 
ings begets paperwo rk, naturally ; 
the Department o f Agriculture 
alo ne has o n hand eno ugh filed do c­ 
uments—v ery nearly a millio n cu­ 
bic feet—to fill Independence Hall 
o v er and o v er again. 
And so they co me, fro m Sagua­ 
che and fro m Sauk Center, here to 
where it all began. Wo nderful peo ­ 
ple Wo nderful co untry . Let’s raise 
o ur glasses in co mmemo ratio n, the 
tax stamp bureau permitting.

Who's afraid of big bad OPEC?

WASHINGTON 
(N EA )- We 
are mo re dependent to day o n the 
o il cartel than we were in the 1973- 
7 4 petro leum crisis. 
It appears no w that by 1985, the 
y ear we were to be independent 
fro m OPEC o il, we shall be impo rt­ 
ing 50 to 6 0 per cent o f o ur needs, 
mo stly fro m tho se same natio ns. A 
crisis in 1990 co uld push us to the 
ro pes. 
President Nix o n’s go al o f ap­ 
pro x imate self-sufficiency in pe­ 
tro leum by the mid 1980s went by 
the bo ards lo ng ago . President 
Fo rd’s date is the y ear 2000. 
That, to o , is an illusio n in the 
candid o pinio n o f presidential ad­ 
v isers I’v e talked to in that area. 
In a wo rld wo rried o v er the dan­ 
gers o f nuclear energy , co ncern 
o v er the env iro nmental effects o f 
strip mining and o ffsho re-drilling, 
plagued by bureaucratic delay s 
and a capital market and eco no my 
filled with uncertainties, it is clear 
the pro ductio n o f energy in this 
co untry will lag dramatically be­ 
hind plans still o n paper o nly . 
Ev en reducing dependence o n 
fo reign o il by 10 per cent will no t be 
easy . 
Vice President Nelso n Ro cke­ 
feller say s in the face o f rising co n­ 
sumptio n, it will require priv ate in­ 
v estment o f $600 billio n to $800 bil­ 
lio n the nex t 10 y ears to cut de­ 
pendence fro m to day ’s 4 0 per cent 


o f o ur needs to 30 per cent. 
At the same time, in tho se 10 
y ears we shall spend between $350 
billio n to $500 billio n fo r petro leum 
impo rts—a heav y drain o n the sup­ 
ply o f do mestic capital needed to 
achiev e this reductio n in depend­ 
ence. 
Mr. Ro ckefeller talks o f do u­ 
bling co al pro ductio n by 1985, in­ 
creasing the pro ductio n o f do mes­ 
tic o il by 50 per cent and tripling 
the share o f nuclear po wer in 
this co untry ’s electric po wer gen­ 
eratio n to 26 per cent. 
Priv ate industrial gro ups in 
tho se fields tell me these are pipe 
dreams. I hav e sat in o n co nferenc­ 
es in which so me o f the leading 
men in energy , inv ited here by the 
go v ernment, hav e wrestled with 
die practical pro blems o f meeting 
tho se targets. These specialists end 
by shaking their heads in dismay . 
Ev en if the go v ernment’s regula­ 
to ry agencies disappeared o v er­ 
night, and the necessary amo unts 
o f capital needed sho uld miracu­ 
lo usly appear, technicians and 
managers see insurmo untable 
pro blems in assembling the num­ 
bers o f specialists needed. Special­ 
ists at securing v ast amo unts o f 
no t-abundant materials, and able 
to so lv e o rganizatio nal pro blems 
the like o f which this co untry has 
nev er faced ex cept in time o f war. 
We are wo rried—and rightly 
so —abo ut the adequacy o f o ur de- 


fense in v iew o f the gro wing size 
and so phisticatio n o f Russian mili­ 
tary fo rces. Mo st curio usly , ho w­ 
ev er, we seem relativ ely unco n­ 
cerned abo ut energy , which may 
be ev en mo re threatening to o ur se­ 
curity . 
Witness the shift to larger cars, 
tho se gas guzzlers we were 
assured were o n the way o ut after 
the 1973-74 scare and price bo o sts. 
Despite so me well-adv ertised 
ex ceptio ns, the go v ernment has 
made no great shift to energy co n­ 
serv atio n in its buildings o r daily 
o peratio ns. 
The reco rd in industry is spo tty . 
So me large co ncerns hav e made 
majo r adv ances in energy sav ing. 
But the principal waste takes place 
in hundreds o f tho usands o f small­ 
er industrial firms which hav e nei­ 
ther the capital no r the research 
facilities to make the changes that 
wo uld result in impo rtant energy 
sav ings. Despite elabo rate go v ern­ 
ment plans, little has been do ne to 
help these small co mpanies, ex cept 
“ go , go , go ” pep talks. 
Meanwhile, do mestic pro duc­ 
tio n muddles alo ng and impo rts 
co ntinue to rise. 
The pro blem isn’t a lack o f 
plans and pro po sals. The Adminis­ 
tratio n has a fist full; the senato r 
o r co ngressman who hasn’t intro ­ 
duced an energy bill is hard to find. 
The pro blem is there’s no carry - 
thro ugh. 
Some reasonable help

The y ear 1976 marks the 50th 
anniv ersary o f an o rganizatio n 
which has do ne y eo man serv ice in 
helping Americans reso lv e their 
co nflicts and which has firmly 
established its autho rity as an 
alternativ e to the co urts — the 
American Arbitratio n Asso ciatio n 
(AAA). 


Mentio n the wo rd arbitratio n 
and mo st peo ple will think o f it 
primarily as a labo r relatio ns pro ­ 
cedure. Actually , o f the mo re than 
35.000 cases the asso ciatio n heard 
last y ear — 35,000 cases that did no t 
wind up in the co urts — 14 ,000 in­ 
v o lv ed 
auto mo bile 
accident 
claims, mo re than 13,000 dealt with 
labo r-management griev ances and 
4 .000 aro se o ut o f co ntract disputes 
between businessmen. Other cases 
inv o lv ed co nsumer co mplaints, 
medical malpractice claims and 
ev en family and perso nal disputes. 


Arbitratio n, the settlement o f a 
dispute thro ugh the mediatio n o f 
impartial third parties, is really an 
o ld American traditio n. Geo rge 
Washingto n’s last will and testa­ 
ment pro v ided fo r three “ impartial 
and intelligent men” to decide any 
disputes that might arise o v er the 
dispo sitio n o f his wo rldly go o ds. 
The AAA was created in 1926 by the 
merger o f two prio r ex isting 
o rganizatio ns, the Arbitratio n So ­ 
ciety o f America and the Arbitra­ 
tio n Fo undatio n. 


By the time America entered 
Wo rld War II, co mpanies and 
unio ns had already had so me ex ­ 


perience with the arbitratio n o f 
griev ances. This was giv en a big 
bo o st during the war y ears because 
the War Labo r Bo ard wo uld no t 
appro v e any co llectiv e agreement 
that did no t pro v ide fo r griev ance 
arbitratio n. 


By 1952, the Bureau o f Labo r 
Statistics was able to repo rt that 89 
per cent o f all co llectiv e bargaining 
co ntracts had arbitratio n clauses. 
It was in this decade that the AAA 
first beco me inv o lv ed in ad­ 
ministering unio n electio ns. 
In 1957, the AAA arbitrated 305 
uninsured mo to rist cases. By 196 5, 
the number had risen to 6 ,34 3. 
Internatio nal trade arbitratio n also 


grew apace. Six fo reign go v ern­ 
ments and natio nals o f 35 co untries 
were inv o lv ed in cases filed with 
the AAA in o ne y ear alo ne. 
To day , “ increased go v ernment 
regulatio n, co nv ening with o ther 
cascades o f litigatio n, has thrust 
impo ssible burdens o n the co urts,” 
no tes Ro bert Co ulso n, president o f 
the AAA. Litigatio n has beco me 
increasingly ex pensiv e and time- 
co nsuming. At the same time, the 
law’s reco gnitio n o f perso nal rights 
has ex panded. 
The past 50 y ears thus hav e 
been 
but 
pro lo gue 
fo r this 
o rganizatio n, which is dedicated to 
helping peo ple reso lv e disputes 
thro ugh the pro cess o f reaso n. 
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We believ e freedo m is a gift fro m Go d and no t a po litical grant fro m any go v ern­ 
ment. Freedo m is neither license no r anarchy . It must be co nsistant with the truth 
ex pressed in the great mo ral guide, the Co v eting Co mmandment.

Actor performs many tasks 


Acting can be even more 
broadening than travel, ac­ 
cording to ‘‘Movin’ On” star 
Claude Akins, who’s done plen­ 
ty of both. 
‘‘I’ve done a lot of things on 
this series that I never did be­ 
fore in my life,” reported Ak­ 
ins, who as rig jockey Sonny 
Pruitt traveled all over the 
country to film the series. 
“And most of them I’ll never 
do again,” he added with a 
broad grin, “unless the script 
calls for it.” 
The most obvious first: Pilot­ 
ing the 18-wheeler he and series 
star Frank Converse (Will 
Chandler) drive in the pro­ 
gram, colorcast Tuesday 7-8 
p.m. on NBC. 
How long did it take him to 
learn? 
“What day is it?” he respond­ 
ed. “I’m still learning.” 
In another first, Akins took up 
scuba diving for the “Full 
Fathom Five” segment of the 


series. 
“I learned in a pool in Mobile,, 
where we did the show. I also 
leaned that diving hurts my 
ears.” 
Would he do it again? 
“Not unless the script calls 
for it,” he replied. 
Akins learned to water-ski for 
a recently broadcast episode of 
the series. Two experienced 
crew members taught him one 
night and they filmed the scene 
next day. 
“The first boat we had was 
too small to get me out of the 
water,” reported the husky ac­ 
tor. “Then we got a bigger boat 
and it lifted me clear out of the 
skis. After that, it was easy.” 
Would he do that again? 
“Not unless the script calls 
for it,” he replied. 
Not a first for Akins, but defi 
nitely a first for Sonny Pruitt, 
was his vocalizing in the “Sing 
It Again, Sonny” episode. 
“I can guarantee you, Elvis 


Presley has absolutely nothing 
to worry about, but I kind of like 
what I did for the show,” Akins 
said. 
For a show filmed in Georgia, 
Sonny (a la Akins again) be­ 
came an unwilling balloonist 
when an anchor rope he was 
holding yanked him into the air. 
“We had 11 hot air balloons 
from as far away as New Jer­ 
sey for that show. I learned that 
it’s a lot easier getting up than 
it is getting down. And I learned 
that I don’t want to do it again— 
unless the script calls for it.” 


In another recent episode, 
when trucker Pruitt was haul­ 
ing race cars and got conned in­ 
to racing one himself, Akins 
narrowly escaped serious in- 
• jury. 
“I don’t know exactly how 
fast I had that car going but it 
was around 110 in the turns,” he 
said.

I did some dancing 
but I couldn’t get a job — I 
guess I really wasn’t very 
good.”

And now she’s just wrapped 
up her part in “Welcome To 
L.A.,” which Altman produced 
but didn’t direct — Alan 
Rudolph directed it. 
“I love working for Bob,” she 
says, “and I hope it goes on 
forever.” 
She says her father is proud 
of her accomplishments, but it 
isn’t exactly what he’d hoped 
for. 
“Poor daddy,” she says. “He 
had 10 children and he had it all 
planned in his mind — one 
would be a doctor, another a 
lawyer, another an architect 
and so on.

NEW YORK (AP) - Next 
week, an unlikely arena for 
the works of William Shake­ 
speare — “CBS Radio Mystery 
Theater” — will celebrate the 
bard’s 
412th birthday 
with 
adaptations of seven of his 
oest-known plays. 
They’ll be aired from April 19 
through April 25 on more than 
200 stations, but you won’t find 
them listed under their original 
titles. 
The lea doff show is “Murder 
Most Foul,” which in its day 
was called “Macbeth.” “Julius 
Caesar” will be known as “The 
Assassination," “Hamlet” will 
be “Long Live the King Is 
Dead” and so on. 
While the original plot lines 
will remain intact, considerable 
compression of same has been 
done to fit each show to the ra­ 
dio series’ 53-minute time limit. 
Parts of the dialogue will be re­ 
written to make Shakespeare’s 
words more understandable to 
those with only a nodding ac­ 
quaintance with his works.

speare plays fa* radio while 
pondering the fact that while 
most people study them in high 
school, few ever understand 
them because of the rich poe­ 
try, imagery and all that. 


“It suddenly occurred to me 
that the tragedies — and we’re 
doing six of them — are all as 
full of mystery and mayhem 
and they certainly fit our pro­ 
grams as stories,” he said.

“Today’s realtor and realtor-

dent, giv es this accou nt of ac­ 
tiv ities of a Baptist minister in 
Sou th Carolina, Richard Fu r­ 
man: 
“ It seems y ou ng Fu rman 
was not only an enthu siastic 
Baptist preacher bu t an ardent 
adv ocate of rebellion, and 
ev ery where, on stu mps, in bars 
as well as in the pu lpit, pray ed 
and preached resistance to 
Britain and alarm to the 
Tories.” 
The British general, Lord 
Cornwallis, 
offered 
1,000 
pou nds for Fu rman’s head. 
A pro-British Tory of the pe­ 
riod, Ju dge Peter Oliv er, writ­ 
ing at the close of the war, 
blamed it on a “back regiment” 
in colonial forces — the dark- 
su ited clergy . 
“As to their pu lpits, many of 
them were conv erted into gu t­ 
ters of sedition,” Oliv er wrote. 
“The clergy had qu ite u n­ 
learned the gospel, and had 
su bstitu ted politics instead.” 
This complaint is still heard 
sometimes today when chu r­ 
ches seek to apply thir prin­ 
ciples to pu blic issu es. A British 
official, reporting on colonial 
attitu des in ru ral Connecticu t, 
said “they are all politicians 
and Scriptu re learned” as a 
resu lt of the influ ence of the 
preachers. 
Oliv er wrote that the Conti­ 
nental Army ’s commander-in- 
chief, George Washington, 
“was prov ided with a chaplain 
who with a stentorian v oice and 
an enthu siastic mania, cou ld 
incite his army to greater ardor 
than all the dru ms of the regi­ 
ments.” 
While the chu rches pre­ 
dominantly backed the rev olu ­ 
tion, some clergy and laity did 
not. The largest, 
most in­ 
flu ential chu rch,the Congrega- 
tionalists or Pu ritans, ov er­ 
whelmingly su pported inde­ 
pendence, as did the nonestab­ 
lishment bodies of Presby ­ 
terians and Baptists. 
So did most of the laity of the 
large sou thern establishment, 
the 
Anglican 
(Episcopal) 
chu rch, which also contribu ted 
mu ch of the rev olu tion’s lead­ 


ership, inclu ding Washington, 
Patrick Henry , James Madison 
and, nominally , Jefferson and 
Franklin. Bu t most Anglican 
clergy , bou nd by a pledge of 
loy alty to the king, opposed the 
war, as did some members in 
the middle colonies. 
Among the smaller grou ps, 
the Qu akers and the then few 
Methodists tended to be anit- 
war. Jews fav ored it; Catholics 
generally were sy mpathetic; 
Lu therans mainly held aloof 
from civ il strife, bu t inclu ded 
elements of strong su pport. 
Ov erall, 
the 
heav y 
pre­ 
ponderance of chu rches su p­ 
ported the cau se. 
“The position of the chu rches 
in the American Rev olu tion is 
the thing that set it apart from 
most of the rev olu tions the 
world has known,” say s histo­ 
rian Charles Forcey . For in­ 
stance, the su bsequ ent French 
Rev olu tion of 1789 was anticle­ 
rical and toppled into dictator- 
i ship. 
American thinking in those 
day s was nu rtu red in principles 
of free inqu iry , the primacy of 
the indiv idu al, open criticism 
and challenges to au thority , in 
the ideas of British poet John 
Milton and philosopher John 
Locke, who had a v astly strong­ 
er following in America than in 
England. 
Also, attitu des were honed by 
the Protestant Reformation 
teachings of the “priesthood of 
all believ ers,” fu ll access to an 
open Bible and thinking for 
oneself. The Protestant dis­ 
position meant v iewing the 
kings with su spicion. Tribal 
memories 
of 
persecu tion 
strengthened the hostility .- 
Thomas Paine, whose “Com­ 
mon Sense” serv ed as a clarion 
call to independence, said the 
“ev ent that serv ed more than 
any other to break the first link 
in this long chain of despotic ig­ 
norance is that known by the 
name of the Reformation by 
Lu ther.” 
# 
For the Pu ritans, as for the 
Biblical Israelites of old, God 
was the only tru e monarch. No 
man cou ld be more than a con­ 
tingent agent, and to God, the 
hu mblest slav e equ alled the

mightiest prince in worth. Cal­ 
v inist v iews prev ailing among 
the colonists held God in su ch 
awesome majesty that they 
feared no emperor nor king. 
British statesman Edmu nd 
Bu rke, u nsu ccessfu lly adv ising 
conciliation with the colonists, 
reported in 1775 that they “are 
Protestants, and. that of the 
kind which is the most adv erse 
to all implicit su bjection of 
mind and opinion.” 
In the Biblical idea of “cov ­ 
enant” gov ernment common 
among them, God and men 
were bou nd, like Abraham of 
old, to a “cov enant” or con­ 
tractu al relationship of mu tu al 
responsibilities. Applied to gov ­ 
ernment, if ru lers prov ed faith­ 
less in du ty , the “cov enant” 
was broken and the people ob­ 
liged to replace it. 
Colonial preaching generated 
an attitu de that resisting Brit­ 
ain was a “sacred du ty .” 
While only a few Roman 
Catholics liv ed in America at 
the time — abou t 22,000 in a 
popu lation of 3.5 million — the 
chu rch’s laity generally backed 
the rev olu tion. They inclu ded 
Charles Carroll, a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence 
•who risked mu ch by his stand 
since he was 
one of the 
wealthiest men in the colonies. 
His cou sin, John Carroll, a 
leading priest, friend of Ben­ 
jamin Franklin and believ er in 
the rev olu tionary cau se, be­ 
came the first American Catho­ 
lic bishop in 1790. As archbishop 
of Baltimore, he adv ocated 
chu rch home-ru le processes, 
inclu ding election of bishops, 
and cooperation with other 
Christians — reform ideas that 
hav e only lately emerged in 
world Catholicism. 
“Thanks to the genu ine spirit 
of Christianity , the United 
States hav e banished intoler­ 
ance from their sy stem of gov ­ 
ernment,” he wrote in 1787, 
commending the U.S. Con­ 
stitu tion’s stand for religiou s 
liberty . 
American Jews also were few 
at the time of the Rev olu tion, 
only abou t 6 ,000 of them, with 
the largest settlement of 500 in 
Charleston, S.C. Bu t some were 


early colonists, handfu ls of 
them in the mid-16 00s in New 
England, New York and New­ 
port, R.I. 
Abou t 100 Jews fou ght in the 
rev olu tion and others play ed 
important roles, inclu ding Jew­ 
ish banker Hay m Salamon who 
joined the “Sons of Liberty ” 
and who consu med his personal 
fortu ne keeping the fledgling 
continental gov ernment and 
army ou t of bakru ptcy . 
Blacks 
nu mbered 
abou t 
500,000 at the time, the first 20 
brou ght as “indentu red ser­ 
v ants” in 1619. Washington au ­ 
thorized enlistment of blacks 
and abou t 5,000 fou ght in the 
Continental Army of 300,000. 
A black American, Crispu s 
Attu cks, was among the first 
fiv e Americans killed in the 
Boston massacre. Three blacks 
fou ght at Bu nker Hill and in the 
battle of Rhode Island, an all­ 
black regiment repelled su c­ 
cessiv e assau lts by an ov er­ 
whelming force of Hessian 
troops. 
Bu t the independence prin­ 
ciple — that “all men are 
created eq u al” — wasn’t ap­ 
plied to blacks for nearly an­ 
other centu ry , althou gh many 
of the fou nding fathers raised 
their v oices against slav ery . 
Besides enlisting blacks, 
Washington had also ordered 
chaplains attached to each 
regiment, as au thorized by the 
Cont inent a l 
Congress. 
Washington, who strongly held 
that religion was essential to 
morale both in civ il and 
military life, said in his Ju ly 9, 
1776, order for the military 
chaplaincy : 
“The blessings and protec­ 
tion of Heav en are at all times 
necessary , bu t especially in 
times of pu blic distress and 
danger." 
One accou nt relates that in 
the army ’s winter at Valley 
Forge, with the tattered troops 
discou raged, low on food and 
clothes and with 10 per cent of 
them deserters, Washington 
was seen one day , kneeling in 
the snow in pray er, his horse 
tied to a nearby tree.

The westward dev elo pment 
o f the Christian church in 
America belo nged to the men 
and 
wo men 
who 
mix ed 
dedicatio n with adv enture, 
nerv e with theo lo gy . There are 
many who co uld be identified as 
bearing this mo tiv atio n in their 
perso nality but the best kno wn 
were o n the fro ntier a hundred 
y ears ago — J uan Bautista 
Lamy , Archbisho p o f Santa Fe, 
and 
Sheldo n 
J ackso n, 
Presby terian pio neer kno wn as 
‘The Bisho p o f All Bey o nd.’ 
At age 37, Bisho p Lamy to o k 
charge o f the v ast Catho lic 
dio cese that stretched fro m 
Co lo rado to Mex ico , Tex as to 
Califo rnia. By fo o t and ho r­ 
seback he ministered to a 
mo untain and desert kingdo m. 
Wo rking amo ng Anglo , Spanish 
and Indian, he spo ke in fo ur 
languages the message o f lo v e 
and reco nciliatio n. Nearly a 
half-century o f his leadership 
saw a great transfo rmatio n in 
the So uthwest: The creatio n o f 
nearly 200 parishes, the es­ 
tablishment 
o f 
scho o ls, 
co lleges, a ho spital and an 
o rphanage. 
In 1889, the y ear o f his death, 
a summer auctio n fo r charity 
was held in Santa Fe. Paul 
Ho rgan reco rds that fiv e 


tho usand shrubs, v ines and 
y o ung trees were ready fo r 
transplanting fro m the Bisho p’s 
garden. He lo v ed the land as 
well as the peo ple. 
Sheldo n J ackso n patro lled a 
territo ry o f Western prairie fo r 
the church, beginning new 
co ngregatio ns fro m Io wa to 
New Mex ico and then heading 
fo r his great achiev ement in 
Alaska. By 1877 the whale and 
seal herds had been destro y ed 
by o v erharv esting zeal o f white 
settlers. J ackso n realized that 
the go spel co uld hardly be go o d 
news when peo ple were starv ­ 
ing and life bro ken by disease, 
sal v ery and lawlessness. 


J ackso n’s first mo v e was to 
impo rt reindeer fro m Siberia, 
perso nally bartering fo r 16 in 
1891. Fo llo wing that success he 
go t himself appo inted as the 
United States General Agent 
fo r Educatio n and tackled the 
literacy 
pro blem 
o f 
the 
territo ry . Like Lamy , the 
“ Bisho p 
o f 
All 
Bey o nd’’ 
established churches (5 20), 
scho o ls and clinics and lo v ed 
the land, the sky and the far 
ho rizo n. They marked the 
Western Hemisphere with their 
trails and tears, lo v ing peo ple 
and believ ing that it really was 
a natio n under Go d. (Dav id 
Po ling’s latest bo o k, “ So ngs o f 
Paul Wav ro to talk 
to church group

“ If y ou go through the proper 
motions, y ou will soon begin to 
The Doctor Soys: Was it diabetic 
coma or hypoglycemic shock? 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB- Recent­ 
ly in a doctor’s waiting room I 
witnessed a lady said to be in 
diabetic shock. My husband 
and son-in-law are both diabet­ 
ics. Is there any way to predict 
such a seizure? What can be 
done as a prev entiv e? 
Can y ou giv e us a few point­ 
ers on this neglected subject? 
What measures can be used to 
successfully resuscitate a v ic­ 
tim of diabetic shock or coma? 
DEAR READER- Whether 
y ou are talking about diabetic 
coma or hy pogly cemic shock 
from too much insulin is of ex ­ 
treme importance. When a per­ 
son is unconscious it might be 
v ery difficult for a person not 
skilled in medicine to make the 
distinction. 


Diabetic coma is associated 
with a v ery high blood sugar 
lev el. The elimination of sugar 
in large amounts of urine leads 
to a marked decrease in blood 
v olume causing dehy dration 
and shock. About the only thing 
a non-medical person can do to 
help these indiv iduals is to 
leav e them ly ing flat, keep 
them warm, make sure that 
they hav e an airway to breathe 
through and try to get ex pert 
medical help as quickly as pos­ 
sible. 
The only successful treat­ 
ment for these people is to in­ 
crease the blood v olume imme­ 
diately with fluids through a 
needle in the v ein. Skilled medi­ 
cal personnel giv e much larger 
amounts of insulin than is com­ 
monly used in the daily man-

agement of that indiv idual’s 
diabetes and take whatev er 
measures necessary to retore 
the chemical balance of the 
body . 
Diabetic coma is often caused 
by stopping taking insulin. For 
ex ample, some diabetics hav e 
the idea that if they don’t eat 
they don’t need to take insulin. 
It’s true that y our insulin’s stan­ 
dardized to y our diet but ev en if 
y ou are eating nothing the body 
will be conv erting protein to su­ 
gar and causing a high blood 
sugar lev el unless some insulin 
is taken. 
Another frequent cause for 
diabetic coma is the added de­ 
mands imposed by an infection 
such as an abscess, pneumonia 
or some other infectious proc­ 
ess. 
Some diabetics get too much 
insulin and go into insulin 
shock. This is cuased by the 
blood sugar being v ery low. It 
causes the sy mptoms of hy po­ 
gly cemia induced by pouring 
out of adrenaline from the 
adrenal glands. This includes 
the sweatiness and the pallor 
and the shaking. These indiv id­ 
uals need glucose or sugar. If 
they are conscious enough to 
drink orange juice with some 
sugar in it that’s fine. If they 
are unconscious then intrav e­ 


nous glucose is necessary and 
will eliminate the sy mptoms in 
v ery short order. 
Again, unless y ou know which 
y ou are dealing with, it’s wise 
not to meddle but get ex pert 
medical attention as quickly as 
possible. A diabetic who has a 
sev ere insulin reaction should 
see his doctor right away ev en 
if he recov ers by taking orange 
juice with sugar or other sweet­ 
eners. There may need to be 
some adjustments in regulating 
the insulin to the diet and daily 
activ ities.
